EARLY VOTE EXPECTED, 


Rumored That Germany Con- 
templates Proposing Virtual 
Disarmament of Nations. 


AMSTERDAM, July 19.—The Berlin 
Tageblatt says the committee of the 
majority parties in the German Reich- 
stag has unanimously decided to move, 
the peace resolution. Previously the 
committee was divided, two members of 
the Center and one Liberal disagreeing 
with the majority. The Tageblatt says 
that in the Reichstag 221 Deputies will 
vote for the peace resolution. The total 
membership of the Reichstag is 397. 


BERNE, Switzerland, July 19.—Private 
Berlin dispatches state that the speech 
to the Reichstag which Dr. George 
Michaelis, the new chancellor, is pre- 
paring will be delivered at 3 o’clock this 
afternoon. It is reported that German 
parliamentary circles are still uncer- 
tain regarding his attitude. 


Non-Germans in Austria Accused of 
Being in Alliance with Entente. 
LONDON, July 19.—The Vienna corres- 

pondent of the Deutches Zeitung, ac- 

cording to a Reuter dispatch from Zur- 
ick, accused the non-German parties in 

Austria of being in alliance with the 

entente. 

*“‘No German can doubt,” says the cor- 
respondent, ‘‘that an alliance or under- 
standing exists between the European 
Czechs, Poles and other non-Germans, 
on the one hand, and France, Great 
Britain and Russia on the other. The 
recent amnesty declared by the Emperor 
was the first result of this policy of 
biackmail, and must be considered a vic- 
tory for the anti-Germa parties.” 


Geneva Hears That Germany is Me- 
ditatinx on Proposing Disarmament. 
PARIS, July. 18-.A. dispatch to the 
Temps from Geneva says the German 
Government, according to reliabie in- 
formation, meditates the dramatic pro- 
posal to its enemies and to the world 
of a complete disarmament, except for 
sufficient forces to maintain compulsory 
peace by compulsory arbitration. 

“The German Government,’’ says the 
Temps, ‘“‘while allowing the solution of 
the internal crisis to appear as a suc- 
cess for the pan-Germanists, has in 
view a maneuver of a quite different 
aspect. The bellicose declarations which 
resound and will perhaps continue ir. 
Berlin will be nothing but the prologue 
designed to represent Germany as in- 
vincible. Afterward, perhaps sooner 
than is expected, will come the theat. 
rical initiative in which Germany will 
show a disposition to disarm. 


Censervatives Will Submit Annexa- 
tionist Resolution to Reichstag. 
COPENHAGEN, July 19.—The German 

conservatives have decided to submit 

in the Reichstag an alternative resolu- 
tion on the aims of the war from the 
annexationist standpoint. A test vote 
between this and the bloc resolution 
will come up Friday. A majority of the 

Reichstag, though perhaps a small one, 

is olaimed for the latter. (The bloc 

resolution declares for peace without 
annexation.) 

Admiral von Tirpitz has telegraphed 
an appeal to Ernst Bassermann, the Na- 
tional Liberal Leader, who is now an 
invalid, to leave the sanitorium where 
he is under treatment and assist in the 
fight against the bloc resolution. The 
Von Tirpitz message says: 

“No passing food difficulties or war 
weariness must be allowed to soften 
the German people's determination and 
render possible a peace which would 
threaten the future of Germany and its 
working classes. The bulk of the Na- 
tional Liberals will probably vote 
against the non-annexation resolution.”

16 SUFFRAGISTS IN WORKHOUSE 
ARE PARDONED BY PRESIDENT 


Women Received 60-Day Sentences 
for Picketing at WwW hite House— 
Wilson Greatly Concerned, 
WASHINGTON, July 19.—President 
Wilson today issued pardons for the 16 


suffragists who are serving a #-day 
sentence in the workhouse at Occuquan, 
Va., for picketing in front of the White 
House. 

Secretary Tumulty said the pardon 
must speak for itself and that the White 
House would have no statement to make 
of the President’g reason for his action. 

Woman’s party leaders expressed sur- 
prise at the President's action and de- 
clined emphatically that “picketing” of | 


the White House would not stop 4s a re-¥¢ 


sult of it. 

“Those women now in the workhouse 
have no interest in a pardon,”’ Miss Ma- 
bel Vernon said. “They submitted them- 
selves to arrest in the interest of na- 
tional woman suffrage and not in the 
interest of a pardon for their allegcd 
offense.”’ 

Dudley Field Malone, Collector of Cus- 
toms of New York, who had planned to 
appeal the cases of the prisoners, de- 
clined to make any comment on the 
President’s action. He _ received the 
news at suffrage headquarters, whcre 
he was in conference. 

J. A. H. Hopkins, former Democratic 
National Committeeman from New Jer- 
sey and husband of one of the prison- 
ers, declared after a long conference 
at the White House that the President 
had been “deeply shocked at the whole 
affair and, on learning the circum- 
stanc.s, has only one thought, namely, 
to straighten out the matter.”’ 

A possible outcome of the case is 4 
presidential recommendation to Congress 
of the proposed Susan B. Anthony suf- 
frage amendment to the Constitution. 
Although the President has ‘consistently 
maintained that suffrage is purely a 
a state question, friends of the adminis- 
tration are urging him to dispose of 
one of the nation’s most distracting 
war-time problems by merely directing 
attention of Congress to the suffrage 
issue. 


DRIVE AGAINST FREE LUNCHES 
ORDERED AS WAR MEASURE 


Long Disregarded Ordinance to Be 
Enforced for Purpose of Con- 
serving Food. 

The police started a drive against free 
lunches today. Saloon keepers who vio- 
late or attempt to evade the law are to 
be prosecuted and reported to Excise 
Commissioner Lewis. Charging a penny 
and placing a coin box on the lunch ta- 
ble for optional contributions will be 
treated as evasions which amount to 
violations. 

There is an ordinance against free 
lunches, but it has not been enforced 
for several years. The commissioner has 
ordered its enforcement as a food con- 
servation measure. 


OBJECTIONS To DRAFT DATE 


Chicago Telegrams Tell Baker It Is 
Mistake to Hold Drawing on 
Friday. 

CHICAGO, July 19.—Telegrams of 
protest against holding the military 
draft drawing on Friday were sent 
to the Secretary of War today by 
Bishop Fallows and W. H. Gray of 
the Union League Club. The senders 
are not opposed to the draft, they 
Say, only they feel that because of a 
superstition about Friday it would 
be better to have the drawing some 
other say. 

The message read: 

“Almost universal opinion against 
draft on Friday. Change date—Bis- 
hop Fallows.” 

“Draft Friday psychological mis- 
take. Stop it. Change the date.’”— 
W. H. Gray and others, Union League 
Club.

HUME DEFENSE 
PLANS TAKEN UP 
AT MEETING HERE 


Gov. Gardner and Mayor Kiel 
Present at Discussion of a 
Guard Organization. 


UP TO DEFENSE COUNCIL 


Governor Says Duty Devolves 
Upon It to Form Body for 
Protection by Aug. 5. 


Home defense plans and the organiza- 
tion of home guards were discussed at 
a meeting of the Missouri Council of 
Defense at the Planters Hotel today, 
which was attended by Gov. Gardner, 
Mayor Kiel and about 75 citizens. 

F. B. Mumford, Dean of the College 


of Agriculture at Columbia, was chair- 
man. Gov. Gardner, honorary president 
of the board, stated the object. He con- 
gratulated the Council of Defense on 
what it has done in Missouri in increas- 
ing cultivation by thousands of acres, 
and said that it devolved upon the Coun- 
cil of Defense to organize the home 
suard for the protection of life and prop- 
erty after Aug. 5, when the National 
Guard will be mustered into the _Fed- 
eral service. 

He said he had consulted military men 
and had come to the conclusion that 
the home guard was the solutiun of the 
situation. He suggested that the simp- 
lest plan would be to have three men in 
each community take charge of the 
work of organization. He said the home 
guard should be ready for service by 
August 5, 

Manufacturers’ Unit. 

lra L. Bretzfelder, chairman of the 
Home Guard Committee of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association, announced that 
the. association would raise one unit, 
uniformed and equipped with the ex- 
ception of guns, and suggested that a 
central body be formed to have contro] 
of the guard. 

E. K. Love suggested that the Mil- 
itary Training Corps be used as a 
nucleus, the officers of the corps be- 
ing used to thain-the gvard. 

Ward H. Goodloe said there were 
five companies in St. Louis, uni- 
formed and equipped with the ex- 
ception of arms, and properly offi- 
cered, ready for service. 

It was reported that one company had 
been formed and uniformed at Webster 
Groves an dthat another company would 
be formed there. 

Phillip B. Fouke, Police Commission- 
er, said he had favored placing the 
home guard under the direction of the 
Police Department, as is done in New 
York, arming them with night sticks in- 
stead of guns, but had come to the con- 
clusion that the Governor’s plan for a 
military organization was better. 


Mayor Issues Proclamation for Mis- 
sourit Patriotic Day, July 28, 

Mayor Kiel in a proclamation this 
morning called attention to the de- 
cree of Gov. Gardner of July 7 mak- 
ing Saturday, July 28, Missouri Pa- 
triotic Day, and urged every citizen 
in St. Louis to help make the day a 
memorable one in ‘*fissouri history. 

The proclamation emphasizes the 
importance of the celebration, and 
asks all the women of the city to reg- 
ister for sérvice and food conserva- 
tion. It also urges everyone to dis- 
cuss war plans of the national and 
State councils of defense and consider 
ways and means by which they can 
help. 


REGIMENT NUMBERS WILL 
SHOW: BRANCH OF SERVICE 


Regulars Numerals Will Begin With 
One, Militia With 100 and Na- 
tional Army With 300, 


WASHINGTON, July 19.—The plan for 
designating regiments of the war armies 
by number and branch of service only 
will be modified, so that it will be pos- 
sible to determine from the number 
itself whether the regiment is a part of 
the regular army, the National Guard 
or the National Army. 

Under the plan the regulars wil Le 
numbered upward as now from the first 
cavalry, first infantry, etc. The national! 
guard regimental numbers, howevcr, 
will not begin wnere the regulars’ num- 
bers end, but will begin at the 10lst cav- 
alry, 10ist infantry, etc. Similarly tie 
national army numbers will begin at 
301, the regiments being designated up- 
ward from the Bist cavalry, 30lst in- 
fantry, etc. 

Thus any regiment under 100 will indi- 
cate regulars: any number between 1” 
and 39% national guard and any number 
over 300 national army. A similar a-° 
rangement for numbering brigades and 
divisions will be used.

Decides That for Present It Will Not 
Be Necessary to Participate in 
Such Meetings. 


WASHINGTON, July 19.—The 
United States has been officially in- 
vited by the allied Governments to 
participate in the inter-allied confer- 
ence to be held in Paris this month. 
but has decided that for the present 
it will not be necessary to take part 
in such meetings not directly affect- 
ing this country’s part In the war. 

It was officially explained at the 
State Department that while ihis 
course was followed at present, it 
Was not to be taken as an indication 
of a permanent policy. , 


NO PERSONAL ROW BETWEEN 
DENMAN AND GOETHALS 


Chairman of Shipping Board Knows 
of No Difficulties That Can’t 
Be Adjusted. 

WASHINGTON, July 19.—Members. ot 
the Shipping Board and Major-General 
Goethals, manager of the board's fleet 
corporation, who are at odds over the 
Government's shipbuilding program, at 
a lengthy conference yesterday went 
over the General’s. proposals for con- 
structing Government shipyards and for 
speeding up tonnage now building. 

The board made no decision and an- 
other conference was held today. The 
Shipping Board, Chairman Denman said, 
Wants more information before it ap- 
proves the program, but Gen. Goethals 
said he thought he had submitted most 
of the information asked for. 

“There are no personal differences,”’ 
Chairman Denman said, ‘‘only one of 
policy. I know of no difficulties that 
could not be adjusted between two ra- 
tional persons, each willing to concede 
to the other an intelligent difference of 
opinion.”’ 

Gen. Goethals, asked about rumors of 
his resignation, merely said: 

“T am a soldier, and a man in my po- 
Sition appointed to a place virtually is 
under orders.”’ 

At the Shipping Board it was made 
clear that, despite differences, there is 
no intention to ask Gen. Goethals to 
quit. 


MOVE TO INCLUDE IRON 
ORE IN FOOD BILL BEATEN 


Test Vote in Senate Indicates Control 
Legislation Will Be Confined to 
Foods, Feeds and Fuel. 
WASHINGTON, July 19.—Confinement 
of the Government control legislation 
in the food bill to foods, feeds and fuels, 
inciuding kerosene and gasoline, was 
forecast today when, in what was re- 
garded as a test vote, the Senate reject- 
ed, 44 to 28, an amendment by Senator 
Kenyon of Iowa to extend control to 
iron ore and its products, hemp, bind- 
ing twine and farm implements and 

tools. 

Party lines were not observed in the 
vote which, while tentative, was ex- 
pected to end the fight for broad ex- 
tension of Government control. Senator 
Kenyon’s amendment was proposed as 
an addition to that of Senator Cham- 
berlain, drafted by Democratic and Re- 
publican lieaders, providing for control 
only of foods, feeds and fuels, including 
Kerosene and gasoline. 

Implied indorsement was given to Her- 
bert C. Hoover when by a vica voce vote 
the Senate rejected an amendment by 
Senator Reed of Missouri to have the 
food contro] bill administered by a 
board of five instead of three members. 


BALLOON LANDS 30 FEET FROM 
THE PLACE WHERE IT ASCENDED 


Remarkable Flight Made by Pilot 
and Two Aids Who Are Training 
for War Service. 

A remarkable balloon trip, said to 
have been the first cne of its kind in 
the history of aviation, was made yes- 
terday from Meramac Park, Grand ave- 
nue and Meramec street, ty Pilot Ingles 
of the Missouri Aero Reserve Corps and 
two aids. The men are in training for 

work in the U.S. aviation service. 

The men arose at 2.30 and at 4:15 re- 
turned to the ground within 30 feet of 
where they started. The balloon first 
went westward. Later it took an east- 
erly direction and passed back over St. 
Louis into Illinois. A wind change again 
brought it back to St. Louis and to the 
park from whence the flight started. It 
traversed a distance of 25 miles. Pilot 
Ingles has made only seven flights.

PETROGRAD AGAIN 
UNDER COMPLETE 
GOVERNMENT RULE

Extraordinary Cabinet Council, 
However, Considers Transfer 
of Seat to Moscow. 


——— 


Capital Under Martial Control 
Following Conflicts in 
Streets. 


PETROGRAD, July 19.—Another mem- 
ber of the Russian provisional Govern- 
ment resigned today. The Minister who 
tendered his resignation was M. Pere- 
viezeff, who held the portfolio of Jus- 


tice. 


PETROGRAD, Wednesday, July 18.— 


The Government controls the city today 
as completely as the Bolshiviki ap- 
peared to control it yesterday. 

An extraordinary Cabinet council has 
discussed the proposal to transfer the 
seat of the Provisional Government to 


Moscow, following tne disorders of the 
last few days. 

Tseretelli, Minister of Posts and Tele- 
graphs and member of the Council of 
Workmen’s and Soldiers’ Delegates, said 
the general assembly of workmen and 
soldiers and peasants chose Moscow in 
order to prevent interference from an 
irresponsible section of the Petrograd 
garrison. 

Owing to reports of an intended at- 
tack on the Tauride Palace for the pur- 
pose of arresting Skobeleff, Minister of 
Labor; Tseretelli and Tchernoff, Min- 
ister of Agriculture, the military au- 
thorities sent two light guns there, 
which met en route a machine gun regi- 
ment. Shots were exchanged and some 
horses were killed. A party of infantry 
stationed at the Champ de Mars, scene 
of the military reviews, fired on the 
Cossacks from Pavlovsk. 

Government Posts Cannon. 

The genera] staff buildings and win- 
ter palace square are headquarters for 
the Government forees, which are bi- 
vouacking there and have posted can- 
non. The genoral feeling is that the de- 
cisive stage between the forces of order 
and disorder is rapidly approaching. 

At a joint meeting of the Workmen's 
and Soldiers’ and Peasants’ Council, a 
resolution was adopted in regard to the 
ministerial crisis, to the effect that the 
departure of the cadet ministers cannot 
be made the pretext for depriving the 
Government of the support of the revo- 
lutionary democracy. On the other hand, 
the resignation of the cadets makes it 
imperative for democracy to determine 
its attitude regarding the organization 
of power. 


Therefore general assembly councils 
of Workmen and Soldiers and Peas- 
ants must be convoked and such assem- 
bly will meet within a fortnight hence 
to discuss the organization which is to 
replace the cadet ministers. Meantime 
all power must be concentrated in the 
present Government, which must act in 
conformity with the decisions reached 
at the last general congress. 

Six Killed, 238 Wounded. 

In the series of clashes between pa- 
trolling forces of the Government and 
Maximilists, Tuesday night, the casual- 
ties, so far as ascertained, comprised 
six persons killed and 238 wounded. 


Most of those killed were in sight of 
the Nadezhdenskaia, when the Moscow 
Bolsheviki troops opened fire on un- 
armed Cossacks passing in the Nevsky 
Prospect. Their own firing started a 
panic, in which five of their number 
were killed and 20 wounded. 

The Maximilists have asked for more 
help from Kronstadt, most of the Kron- 
stadt contingent having returned home. 
It was rumored that a second influx of 
Kronstadt sailors might be expected. 

The SS. Peter and Paul fortress, a!- 
though commanded by a Maximilist le- 
gion, apparently ts not in full sympathy 
with the insurrectionists. The garrison 
at the fortress refused the demand of a 
machine gun contingent of the Miximil- 
ists to give them arms. 

Tchernoff was arrested at the Duma 
by Maximilists, who started to take him 
away in an automobile as a hostage. as 
he was delivering an address from the 
steps of the building. The Minister was 
roughly handled by the crowd, but as 
he was being taken from the ground he 
was recognized by Trotzky, one of Agi- 
tator Lenin's 'ieutenants, who protested 
and harangued the Minister's captors 
and secured his release. 

A group of Maximilists were arrested 
by patrols on their way to tuke posses- 
sion of the telegraph and cable office. 

Under Martial Control. 

At a conference of Ministers’ and 
Workmen's and Soldiers’ delegates, it 
was decided to place ths city under mar- 
tial control. Gen. Polovtseff, governor 
of the military district, was summoned 
and instructed to use all the loyal troops 
te put down the insurrection. As a re- 
sult he ordered out the Cossacks and 
several companies of infantry to patrol 
the streets. 

One of the first clashes between the 
opposing forces occurred on Troitsky 
bridge, where the Cossacks met a body 
of armed demonstrants. The Cossacks 
were armed only with sabers. A brisk 
fre was opened by the insurrectionisis 
whereupon the Cogsacks fled up Litenny 
many of them abandoning 
tteir horses. Several Cossacks and 12 
horses were killed. 

Later a brush vetween armed govern- 
ment troops and Maximilista occurred 
ir, the neighborhood of the Duma. The

Secretary Baker and other Cabinet 
officers and members of the Senate and 
House Military Committees will witness 
the drawing. Provost Marshal General} 
Crowder exvects to finish in little more 
than an hour the entire process. 

Gen. Crowder last night issued an 
explanation of the drawing. The scheme 
evolved is some simple that the draw- 
ing of one set of 1000 numerals and 
another of 11 will fix with absolute 
equality of chance the order in which 
every one of the 10,000,000 registrants 
shall report to his local board for ex- 
amination and subsequent exemption, 
discharge or acceptance for military 
service. 

Since the average exemption district 
registration is 3000 and there are 4657 
districts, the average number of men 
listed with each operation of the draw- 
ing machinery will be about 10,000. 

1374,000 to Be Examined. 

Gen. Crowder announces also that local 
boards will be instructed to call 200 per | 
cent of their quota at the first call to 
provide for probable exemptions. That 
means that 1,374,000 men will be notified 
to appear for examination within the 
next few days. If more are necessary 
they will be called for as needed by the 
local boards in the order provided for in 
the drawing. 

In some districts the 100 per cent al- 
lowance for exemption may be too large 
and in others too small, but the local 
boards will be instructed in every case 
tu continue calling for men until the dis- 
trict quota is filled. Each state Gev- 
ernor is now allotting to his districts 
their respective portions of the State's 
quota. 

In each of the 4557 exemption districts 
among which the 10,000,000 registration 
cards have been divided the cards have 
been given serial numbers. The num- 
ber of registrants in each district varies 
from about 185 in the smallest to more 
than 10,000 in the largest, so that the 
serial numbers to be dealt with in the 
drawing range from one to more than 
10,000. 

In order to reduce the mechanical 
process and make it possible for the 
1000 numbers drawn to reach every man 
in every district a so-called master key 
has been devised. This will be obtained 
by drawing slips numbered from 0 to 9, 
which will be listed in the order they 
ere drawn to form the key. 

1000 Numbers to Be Wrawn. 

Then will begin the drawing of the 
numbers, one to one thousand. For the 
district with not more than 1000 regis- 
trants there will be no problem to de- 
termine the order of appearance before 
the Exemption Board. The number 
drawn first will fix the men whose card 
bears that serial number as the first to 
appear before his board. In the district 
with only 185 registrants, the 185 will be 
liable for appearance in the order in 
which their numbers are drawn, and 
when a number higher than that ap- 
pears the district, of course, will not be 
affected. 

Application of the master key makes 
it possible to apply fairly each of the 
1000 numbers drawn to districts with 
more than 199) registrants As a num 
ber is drawn it will be added to each 
of the thousands in excess of 100 in 
each district. 

For instance, if 25 is the first num- 
ber drawn, it will ag tego = 25, 1025, 
2025, 3025, 4025, 5$25, 6025, , 8025, 9025 and 
10.025. 

By applying the master key the 
order in which these numbers will be 
listed in each district will be de- 
termined. If the drawing of ten 
numerals for the key should result 
this way: 93°, 716823 6 8 4 0, € 
Then the drawing of 25 as the first 
number of the thousand would fix 
the first men to appear before the 
exemption board in this order: 9025, 
7025, 1025, 6025, 2026. 3025; 25, 8025, 
4025. 19.0% and 2. 

The district with more than 10,000 reg- 
istrants thus will have eleven of its 
men assigned to their places at the 
head of its list. with 10.05 on top. The 
district with less than 1000 men will 
have one, number 25, at the head of 
its list. This process will be contin- 
ued until every man of the ten mil- 
lion has been assigned his place on 
the roster of his district 

Gen. Crowder'’s Statement. 

In his explanation of the process 
and of the reason for fixing the order 
of IMability for all of the men, when 
only 687,000 are needed, General 
Crowder says: 

‘The order of examination: 

“If we were dealing with the ancient 
draft. we should take every fourteenth 
man. but we are not conscripting. We 
are selecting for military service those 
whose civil service can best be spared. 
Therefore, the question is not ‘Who shal! 
go first’ but “Who shall be first called 
up for examination” and what we muét 
do i# to make a list showing the order 
of examination 

“Now no one knows how many men 
be examined to Vieid 7. sol-

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how many men it is absolutely neces- 
sary to put on this list. 

“A moment's reflection will prove that 
the whole 10,000,000 must be given their 
places on the list of ‘order of examina- 
tion.’ 

“Every registered man is in a state 
of uncertainty. He does not know when 
he will be called. He hesitates to plant 
a crop for fear he will not reap it. 
Employers hesitate to engage his serv- 
ices, fearing they will be put to tempo- 
rary. This condition ought to be cured 
for the repose of the public mind. It 
can be cured to some extent by putting 
every man on the list. 

“For this reason the whole 10,000,000 
mames are to be given places on the list 
ot order of examination. 

Segregation 'nte Groups. 

“Obviously no single agency could ex- 
amine 10,000,000 men. Therefore, the 10,- 
000,000 are segregated into groups of 
suitable size for convenient examination. 
There are 4557 of these groups. For each 
group a board has been appointed to ex- 
amine for selection. By far the greatest 
number of these groups consists of ap- 
proximately 3000 men. 

‘Since this is so, our problem is not to 
put the whole 10,000,000 names in one 
ist, arranged in the order of examina- 
tion. It is to determine the order of ex- 
amination in each group. 

“Since all registered men stand in an 
equality of right and duty, the questioa 
of priority can only be determined by 
lot or drawing. It would be possible to 
have 4557 separate drawings — one for 
each group—but since methods would 
Vary and since supervision and absolute 
insurance against the charge of fraud- 
ulent manipulation could not be had in 
that way, every consideration of ex- 
pediency and justice urges one drawing 
in Washington. 


Method for the Drawing. 

‘“‘In each group every registration card 
has a red-inked number written on its 
face and these numbers run in a sing'e 
series from unity (1) to the number 
corresponding to the greatest number of 
cards in the group. Normally this is 
from unity (1) to about 3000. 

“Exact copies of the cari: in each 
group have been attested and sent to 
the various State Capitols. Lists show- 
ing the name of each man in each group 
and the serial number of his card have 
been posted in the office of the board, 
published in the press and one copy is 
on file in Washington. There is, there- 
fore, no chance of any man’s number 
being changed without detection or of 
ary card being lost beyond replacement. 

“Suppose there were just 3000 names 
and numbers in every group. Why it is 
at once apparent that it° would be a 
very simple thing to have a central 
drawing that would control the order of 
every name and number in every group 
of the whole 10,000,000—just put 3000 num- 
bers into a bowl and draw them out 
one ata time. The first number drawn 
cut would place the 45657 cards bearing 
that particular number at the head of 
every list in the United States. The 
second number drawn would put the 
cards bearing that number second on a!! 
the lists, and so forth, 

“Now, the thing can not be done 
in precisely this way, because there 
are not precisely 3000 numbers in 
every group. But the same idea with 
a few necessary modifications is the 
idea On which the present drawing 
is based. 


Drawing by Thousands. 

“To draw 10,000 separate numbers 
would take ten hours and would mu]- 
tiply the chance of error. Moreover, 
if the ‘9-thousands,’ the ‘8-thousands,’ 
the ‘7-thousands’ and the ‘6-thou- 
sands’ were scattered all over the 
master list indiscriminately the can- 
cellation by boards having smal! 
groups would be very tedious and 
would open the way to numerous er- 
rors. All this is easily avoided. 

“Suppose we drew only 1000 num- 
bers. We could then provide that 
the drawing of the number &78& would 
also draw the number 1878, 2878, 
3°78, 4878, 5878, 6878, 7878, 8878 and 
9878. 

“In that way only 1000 numbers 
need be drawn and by making our 
master list consist of one sheet for 
each 1000 we could provide a master 
list easily applicable to lists with 
only 2000 numbers, since such boards 
could disregard all except the first 
three sheets. 

“We should do this but for the fact 
that this makes it certain that men 
in the first thousand would be called 
first. men in the second thousand 
next and men with high serial num- 
bers last of all. 

“Bince the assignment of numbers is 
also done by chance, this does not in- 
terfere very greatly with the even 
chance of all men, but it does interfere 
to some extent. For this reason it was 
decided to have one drawing to deter- 
mine the order within any group of 
1 and another drawing to determine 
the order in which the sheets of 1900 each 
should appear on the master list instead 
of arbitrarily assigning the sheets of 
198 in their natural order. This reduces 
the whole matter to an absolute equatity 
of chance. 

Detailse of the Drawing. 

“One group of numbers from 1 to 100 
and a second group. from @ to 1. have 
been carefully imprinted on opaque slips 
of paper, black on one side, counted and 
checked. These slips heve been rolled 
up and each put inside a gelatine cap-

Gisestormacter’ s Department Is 
Perfecting System; Men to 
Get White Bread Soon.

AMERICAN TRAINING CAMP IN 
CE, July 18.—The busiest of all 
the American troop departments these 
days is the Quartermaster’s, which 1s 
working almost feverishly to perfect its 
system of supplying the men with all 
necessaries. The work has gone ahead 
so fast that the Quartermaster already 
has a three months’ supply of all foocs 
within a short distance of the camp anc 
a constant 10 days’ supply here. 

The troops are still eating the dark 
French bread which is being paid for 
with American flour,- but within three 
days bakeries will have been estab- 
lished and the rations will change to 
white bread with a heavy crust that 
makes it transportable and durable. 
The American army will then be ths 
only one in Europe eating white bread. 


Living on Field Ration. | 
The American soldiers are now living 


on the so-called field ration, which con- 
sists of 2 ounces of fresh beef daily, 
or 12 ounces of bacon, or 16 ounces of 
canned meat, or 16 ounces of canneil 
salmon: 18 ounces of soft or 18 ounces 
of hard bread, or flour or beans; 2 
with qg similar 
amount of onions or potatoes; an ounce 
and a quarter of coffee and three ounces 
of sugar, with salt, pepper and syrurf, 
as well as prunes, dried apples or peach- 
es or jam. When the supplies all ar- 
rive there will also be butter, which wil' 
be distributed as an extra on special 
oceasions. 

The entire plan of the quartermas- 
ter's department is to be entirely in- 


@dependent of the French at the earliest 


date possible, so as to be no burden 
either to the Government or the popu- 
lation. The department is still trying 
to decide what to do with the gift mada 
by the Frenc Government, to the 
American races 98 in honor of the 14th 
of July, the French natiofal holiday, 
consisting of champagne, red _ wines, 
jellies, ham and other delicacies. Thete 
is a considerable quantity of cham- 
pagne and red wine for each soldier 
and officer, but for the present the au- 
thorities have not been able to decide 
whether the distribution of these wines 
would be in violation of the spirit of 
the recent legislation covering the 
question of liquor to soldiers. .

sule, with the black side out. To insure 
absolute accuracy of count the capsules 
ccntaining numbers from 1 to 1000 have 
been counted into 10 glass jars in groups 
of 100 each; the glass jars have been 
sealed and kept in a safe, awaiting the 
day of drawing. 

“The contents of the jars will be de- 
canted into a large glass receptacle from 
which the capsules can be readily drawn. 

“A blindfolded man will stir the cap- 
sules in the receptacle thoroughly be- 
fore any are drawn and will keep stir- 
ring them during the drawing. 

“A blindfolded man will then draw 
capsules out one at a time. As each 
capsule is drawn it wilh-be handed to an 
announcer, who will break the capsule 
and announce the number drawn. While 
he ts announcing the number a second 
capsule will be drawn and handed to a 
second announcer, who will break the 
capsule and read the number. The 
drawing will proceed in this way until 
all the capsules are drawn. 

“Three tally sheets will be kept. One 
keeper of a tally sheet will repeat each 
number as it is announced and all three 
will write it down. In case of disagree- 
ment between tally sheets on any num- 
ber the sheets that agree will control. 

“Immediately before the drawing of 
the numbers from 1 to 1000 the drawing 
of the numbers from 0 to 10 will take 
place to determine the order in which 
the thousands shall appear on the mas- 
ter lists.’’ 

The drawing, according to present 
plans, will be held at the Capitol, with 
members of the Senate and House Mili- 
tary Committees as witnesses. 

The identity of the person who is to 

draw the numbers has not been = di- 
vulged, but reprots credit the duty to 
Secretary Baker. 
Rehearsals of the drawings, held un- 
der the supervision of Provost Marsha! 
General Crowder, indicate that the pro- 
ceeding will be completed in about an 
hour. 


Press associations and telegraph com- 
panies are completing final details of 
the methods to be used in flashing the 
news of the lottery to all sections of 
the country. Special efforts are being 
made to insure both speed and accuracy 
in transmission. 


Reliance on the Press. 

Gen. Crowder was in conference yes- 
terday with the newspaper correspond- 
ents over arrangements for the draw- 
ing. The press is relied upon to carry 
to individuals throughout the country 
the. information as to when they will 
be required to appear before exemption 
boards. 


The task of transmitting the long lists 
of numbers by telegraph is a problem 
of considerable proportion, but the press 
associations and telegraph companies 
are making efforts to instre both speed 
and absolute accuracy in transmission. 
There is more concern over the task of 
the individual newspapers after they re- 
ceive by wire the results of the draw- 
ings. In large communities the problem 
of printing the seria] numbers with the 
names of the men they represent in 
each district attached is one of stag- 
gering proportions. 

In New York City, where there are 
189 of the 4557 local exemption districts, 
a list of the names and numbers wou!d 
fill several hundred newspaper pages. 
Even to give sufficient names and num- 
bers to cover those likely to be called 
to the colors immediately means enor- 
mous work. 

Alien Registrant Problem. 

While the Provost Marshal General's 
office was busy clearing up the lagt de- 
tails for the drawing, the problem of 
alien registrants, other than enemy 
aliens, came before the Senate in a res- 
olution introduced by Senator Cham- 
berlain, chairman of the Military Com- 
mittee. It provides for the drafting for 
military service of citizens of countries 
at war with Germany who are now re- 
siding in the United States upon the 
same terms as American citizens are 
liable under the national army bill. 

The resolution seeks to meet the views 
of the State Department, howéver, by 
excepting from its action citizens of 
countries which have treaties with the 
United States prohibiting the enforced 
military employment of the nationals 
of each party in the territory of the 
other. There has been no indication 
whether it will have administration ap- 
proval, 


Secretary Redfield Explains Popula- 
tion Estimates for Draft Purposes. 

WASHINGTON, July 19.—In re- 
sponse to Senator Brandegee’s reso- 
lution calling for an explanation of 
the Census Bureau's poulation esti- 
Mates to establish draft quotas for 
the forthcoming army draft. Secre- 
tary Redfield today submitted a re- 
port to the Senate showing that the 
estimates were based upon actual 
registration figures in each State and 
subdivision. 

He pointed out that the large esti- 
mates for certain localities, particu- 
larly industrial centers, was acount- 
ed for by the abnormal! gathering of 
men of draft age at those places, 

In computing the population the 
Secretary said the total registration, 
as shown by the preliminary returns, 
9,659,382, was divided by the total 
population of the United States ex- 
clusive of Alaska, as estimated by 
the Qensus Bureau, 103,635,300, in 
order to obtain the proportion which 
the registrants represented of the to- 
tal population.

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TOMPKINS SAID 10 


HAVE CONFESSED: 
TO TRIPLE MURDER 


Philadelphian Held for’ Shooting 
of Coal Operator, Wife 
‘and Son. 


WAS IN AUTO WITH THEM 


They Were Slam While Four 
Were Driving on County 
Road Near Johnstown. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., July 19.—George 
C. Tompkins of Philadelphia, held in 
connection with the shooting to death of 
Edmund I. Humphries, prominent coal 
operator, his wife, Mrs. Carrie Hum- 
phries, and their li-year-old son, Ed- 
mund I. Humphries Jr., on a country 
road, near Carrolltown, this county, 
last Sunday, confessed to the three mur- 
ders today, according to announcement 
by the police. 

The confession was made in the pres- 
ence of Jailer Edward Knee of the 
county jail and Tompkins’ attorneys. 

Tompkins was a member of the 
Humphries automobile party. Hol- 
lowing the shooting he went to the 
home of a friend and declared the 
party had been held up by three 
masked men, that the three men <hot 
and killed the members of the Hum- 
phries family, and that he escaped 
by falling to the ground near the 
automobile and pretending that he 
also had been shot. 

Conflicting statements made by 
Tompkins caused search for highway- 
men to be called off, and a Coroner's 
jury investigating the murders ord- 
ered Tompkins held for investigation. 
Monday he was formally charged with 
the murder. The authorities declared 
he made a complete confession wil- 
lingly and without pressure upon him.

chemists and bacterlologists wil! in- 
noculate guinea pigs with cultures from 
courtplaster suspected of being imprex- 
nated with tetanus germs and alleged 
by authorities to have been distributed 
throughout Kansas by peddlers as part 
of a plot to cause an epidemic of diseas« 
in the State. Whether the alleged plot 
is suspected to be of Germanic origin 
has nut been disclosed by Fred Robert- 
son, United States District Attorney 
for Kansas. Identity of the three men 

under arrest has not beén disclosed. 

The courtplaster under suspicion, 
which was sold or given away, wads put 
up in the conventional flat package. I. 
some, chemists said, all the sheets were 
treated with deadly germs, while in 
others only one or twe sheets were af- 
fected. 

The first possible fatality from the al- 
leged plot was reported from Winfield, 
Kan., where a man died after treating 
an apparently harmless sore on his leg 
with courtplaster and poisoning his en- 
tire system. No definite connection with 
the men under arrest has been estab- 
lished in this instance. 


WEEKE CHAMPIONS WEIGHT 
AND MEASURE BILL AT HEARING 


Provision to “Heap High” Certain Ar- 
ticles Sold by Measure Is 
O pposed. 

“Hank”  Weeke, Commissioner of 
Weights and Measures, was the prin- 
cipal champion of his bill aimed at short 
weights and measures during a public 
hearing before the Public Safety Com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen last 
night. Weeke had several verbal en- 
counters with grocers who opposed 43 
provision of the bill requiring that cer- 
tain fruits and vegetables, if sold by 
.easure, be “heaped high’ to insure the 
purchaser's getting ihe quantity * 
which he was entitled. 

L. F. Padberg, a grocer, and G. J. 
Schulte, publisher of a grocery journal, 
opposed this provision, and suggested 
that such commodities as would require 
a ‘heaping’ of the measure be sold by 
weight. 

Weeke declared that most peck meas- 
.res in St. Louis hold only 12 pounds and 
that they must be heaped to give the 
proper weight. Weeke said his bill per- 
initted the sale of commodities by meéas- 
ure, but would compel the vender t» 
give correct weight. Most grocers di- 
vide a bushel into five pecks, Weeks 
said. 


DISASTER STORY'S AUTHOR FOUND 


Man Confesses to Telling That U. §. 
Warship Had Been Blown Up. 
PASSAIC, N. J., July 19.—The man 
who started rumors of disaster to Amer- 
ican warships, which grew into wild re- 
ports that the New York naval hos- 
pital was overcrowded with wounded 
men, is believed to have been found tn 
the person of Charles E. Knapp. Dis- 
trict Attorney Lynch has obtained a 
confession from Knapp that he told a 
vivid story of the imaginary blowing up 
of an American.dreadnought. The pris- 
oner, who was sentenced to a year in 
jail on a charge of disorderly conduct, 
probably will pe the subject of a Federal 

grand jury investigation. 

Knapp’s purpose in spreading 
story, it is said, was to profit financial- 
ly from sympathy he aroused by claim 
ing to be one of the survivors of the 
“battie.”’

ATLANTIC FLEET, DOUBLED 
IN SIZE, BEING REORGANIZED 


Now Has Three Vice Admirals, 
With Assignment te it of Com- 

mander of Submarines. 

WASHI "GTON, July 19.—Reorganiza- 
tion of the Atlantic fleet has been or- 
dered by Secretary Daniels to meet new 
problems resulting from expansion of 
the force to almost twice its normal! size 
for war service. 

Details of the steps taken are with- 
held for military reasons, but the Secre- 
tary announced that the reorganization 
plan provided for the addition of a Vice 
Admiral to the fleet, and that Rear Ad- 
miral Albert W. Grant, now command- 
ing the submarine force, had been 
numed for the place. 

Admiral Mayo, the Secretary said, will 
remain in genera] command, with the 
immediate authority under him divided 
between Vice Admiral Coffman, at pres- 
ent second in command, and Vice Ad- 
miral Grant. The former is to have di- 
rect command of a division containing 
most of the superdreadnaughts and dea- 
ignated as ‘‘force No. 2,"’ while Vice 
Admiral Grant will command the re- 
mainder of the fleet, under the designa- 
tion ‘‘force No. 1.” 

It is understood that the reorganiza- 
tion will not affect the division of the 
fleet now in European waters under 
Vice Admiral Sims. At the Navy De- 
partment it was indicated that possible 
operations Overseas are not contem- 
plated by the changes, and that there ts 
little probability that either Admiral 
Coffman or Vice Admiral! Grant will be 
sent abroad in the near future. 


DEATH PENALTY DEMANDED FOR 
MRS, MOONEY IN BOMB CASE 


Final Arguments Begun in Trial 

San Francisco Preparedness Day 

Crime Conapirators. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 19.—Charac- 
terizing Mrs. Rena Mooney, on trial for 
murder of one of the victims of the pre- 
paredness parade bomb explosion here 
last July as ‘‘a cold blooded slaughterer 
of women and children,’ and “an ar- 
chistic conspirator,’ District Attorney 
Charles M. Fickert asked for her con- 
viction and the infliction of the death 
penalty in his opening address to the 
jury yesterday. 

Waving the bloodstained clothes of 
George Lawler, one of the 10 victims of 
the explosion, before the jury, Fickert 
declared: “Hither you will destroy an- 
archy or the anarchists will destroy the 
State. 

“Not only would the anarchists de- 
stroy this nation but they would tear 
down those institutions through which 
we have reached our present station of 
civilization, the home, the church and 
the school.’’ 

Fickert declared Mrs. Mooney gave 
orders to Warren G. Billings, now un- 
der sentence of life 4mprisonment for 
one of the bombs murders, to “kill 
women and children first.’’ Billings was 
allewed to have placed the bomb. Mrs. 
Mooney's husband is under sentence of 
death for the same crime.

[FRENCH RECAPTURE OLD 


POSITIONS NEAR VERDUN 


In 30-Minute Attack They Take 
All of Ground Lost at 
End of June. 


By Associated Press. 

FRENCH FRONT IN FRANCE, July 
18.—The Crown Prince’s army suffered 
the rudest shock when the French yes- 
terday attacked and recaptured all the 
positions northwest of Verdun. Thése 
cost the Germans much hard fighting 
when they took them from the French. 
The affair cost the Germans not only 


the loss of their former conquest and 
about 500 prisoners, but the French cut 
into their line, and repeated counter at- 
tacks by the Germans failed to recover 
any part thereof, end resulted even in 
more losses. The Germans, when they 
advanced at the end of June, obtained 
possession of a number of observatories. 
siving them splendid views of the 
French line. The Germans have been 
expecting for several days thate the 
French would try to shell them out, but 
did not look for an infantry attack. 

The French were obliged to delay 
movement owing to bad weather, but 
continued the heavy bombardment. 
causing the Germans such losses that 
they were obliged to take the Tenth 
Reserve Division, which was holding 
their position, out of the trenches, some 
of its companies having been reduced 
to 50 men each, The Twenty-ninth divi- 
sion replaced it, supported by the Fo-- 
ty-eighth Division, consisting of fresh 
troops brought from the Russian front 

The French thoroughly surprising tne 
enemy by appearing in the trenches 
while the bombardment was proceed- 
ing. In a few seconds they had sur- 
mounted the objects separating tho 
armies and disappeared down on the 
other side. Before the Germans could 
recover the French were within the 
large line of German trenches. 

The enemy's disorder was so great 
that the French were able to gather 
many prisoners and dashed even fur- 
ther than they intended, and occupie] 
ground on a 300-yard front of what had 
been French positions before the Ger- 
man attack in June.

Thirty men are being examined every 
day by Capt. I. C. Martin and his assist- 
ants at Jefferson Barracks for the sec- 
ond Officers’ Training Camp, which will 
start at Fort Riley, Kan., Aug. 27. Ap- 
plications have been received from 485 
St. Louisans, who will be examined at 
the Barracks. The total number of ap- 
plicants in the State is 2670. Those who 
are accepted will be notified before 
Aug. 10. 

Of the 2670 applicants the 528 who pass 
the best examination will be sent to 
Fort Riley. Fifty-two alternates will be 
named so that should any of the select- 
ed men fail to go, the alternates can 
take their place. The candidate is not 
compelled to go even though he is se- 
lected. Capt. Paul A. Barry makes the 
selections. 

The second call made for reserve of- 
ficers' said that men over 31 would be 
given preference. Later it was. an- 
nounced that men between 23 and 31 
would have good chances of being 
selected.. Most of the men being ex- 
amined now are between % and 3. Cap- 
tain Barry said that age would not be 
a barrier as a good man with a strong 
personality would be accepted if he were 
only 21, 

Before the men are called to the Bar- 
racks they must first be examined by 
a private physician. If this report is 
favorable they are tola to report at the 
Barracks. 

Physical Examination First. 

From the time the applicants enter the 
examining room until they leave they 
are under observation although they 
may not be aware of it. The general 
physical examination is given first. This 
is the same as the one given to the en- 
listed soldier. 

An army surgeon takes their weight, 
height, chest expansion and other 
measurements. Attention is given to 
the feet, as complete flatfootedness 
will bara man. The men are required 


| this test. The test for color blind- 
ness is made by having the candi- 
date match skeins of yarn. The eye 
test is made without glasses and is 
the same as given by an occulist. 

In the hearing test the candidate 
must be able to hear a whisper at 
20 feet. To test the nerves the candi- 
date is struck just below the kneecap 
and if the leg moves he is normal. 

One of the tests js made without 
the candidate know! that is. being 
examined. This is the informal ex- 
amination for personality, force and 
mental alertness. This is made after 
all the physical examinations, 

The candidate is ordered to report to 
the officer in charge. A conversation 
is started. The officer has the candi- 
date’s application before him and the 
notes of the examiners. He will ask 
the candidate if he is a college man, 
what college, whether he graduated, 
whether he has had military training 
and if he has the officer aska him sev- 
eral military questions. If the candi- 
date specialized in foreign languages or 
history, this is in his favor. The quick- 
ness and clearness in answering these 
questions is noted by the officer. In 
this way the mental status of the mind 
is judged. 

The applicant need not be a college 
man. If he has studied business prob- 
lems and literature this will be brought 
out in this test. A high school educa- 
tion or its equivalent is all that is actu- 
ally required. 

Point Brought Out. 

Capt. Barry explained th this test 
brought out many things which would 
not be learned fro mthe applications, 
He said some men who have not been 
through college have a broad education 
while there are many college graduates 
who have never learned mental disci- 
pline. He says these points are brought 
out in the examination.

JEFFERSON CITY, 
Dispatch correspondent found 
important witness in the 
investigation -yeaterday, Robert Zum- 
Walt, a carpenter foreman, who was 
working at the home of ftormer State 
Auditor John P. Gordon, saw the peni- 
tentiary wagon, driven by I*rank Enloe. 
an employe of the penitentiary, ston 
at the Gordon home virtually every: 
morning during the time he worke:l 
there, and. deliver ice and other sup- 
plies for the Gordon household. 

Zumwalt told the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent in the presence of another 
person, that ne was willing to go before 
the prison board, or any other qualified 
officers, arid testify that Enloe hauled 
Supplies t»’ the Gordon home in the 
prison wagon. 

Once a kitchen cabinet was left, he 
said, and at another time Enloe un- 
loaded what looked like a stand for 
flower pots, there also were other ar- 
ticles of furniture. 


Brought Large Locked Bo 
“Frequently kKknloe hauled a “barrel 


full of corn bread but up into small 
squares, which I suppose was for chicken 
feed,”” Zumwalt asserted. ‘“‘He also 
hauled and carried into the basement 
vegetables of various kinds. One day 
he brought a large, locked box, and put 
it into the basement of the Gordon 
home.” 

Zumwalt’s testimony is expected io 
have a stiffening effect on that of En- 
loe, who has been emploved by former 
Warden D. C. McClung since the recent 
exposures of prison management wag 
published in the Post-Dispatch. The 
hauling of the articles to the Gordon 
home occurred in the administration of 
McClung as warden of the penitentiary. 

Enloe is considered to be an important 
Witness, but proof of the taking of sup- 
plies to the Gordon home has not de- 
pended upon his testimony. In addition 
to Zumwalt and Ed Mead, another car- 
penter, saw Enloe unload supplies at 
the Gordon home, and at least three per- 
sons, including Henry Andraes, now a 
member of the Prison Board, followed 
Enloe to the Gordon home and watched 
the process of unloading. 

As Auditor Gordon was a member of 
the Board of Prison Inspectors. A State 
law forbids the Warden even to sell 
supplies or fuel to any officer or em- 
ploye of the institution. 

Since failure of the effort 
George Schrieffer, another important 
Witness, out of the county, and since 
Sehrieffer has moved back to the Mc- 
Clung farm, on the advice of his law- 
yer, members of the McClung family 
have continued to harass and try to 
frighten him, Schrieffer says. Mrs. Mc- 
Clung went to the farm Sunday, Schrief- 
fer declares, and told him he would be 
irrested if he did not get off the place. 
With Mrs. McClung was Mrs. FE. W. 
Major. wife of the former Governor, who 
pardoned Schrieffer. Mrs. McClung sug- 
rested. to Schrieffer that he talk with 
Mrs. Major about the matter, he Says, 
but he refused to do so. 

J. W. Walsh, attorney for Schrieffer, 
has offered to repay McClung the $74.45 
for which Schrieffer sold his crop, worth 
Several hundred dollars, to McClung, 
When Schrieffer was ~reparing to leave 
the county for fear of being arrested. 
MeClung has refused to accept the 
money, Walsh says. 

Tuesday, according to Schrieffer, Pau! 
McClung, son of the former War- 
den, went to the farm. with a rifle 
and marched back and forth be- 
fore the front entrance. carrying 
the weapon. When he asked Paul 
what he was doing with the rifle, 
Schrieffer says, Paul told him his fath- 
er ordered him to bring the rifle to the 
farm. Paul made no threats or threat- 
ening motions with the gun, Schrieffer 
Says, but merely walked back and Rapes 
with it on his shoulder.

Gardner 
with the advice that it was incomplete 
and not a report such as the law re- 
quires and empowers the Auditor to 
make, but simply a mass of data from 
Which such a report should have been 
compiled. He told the Governor that 
Hlackmann’'s report should have stated 
ro sults and conclusions, instead of sus- 
piciony. 

The following are examples of ths 
form in which McAllister says Hack- 
mann’s findings should have been stated 
and which: he expects the prison board 
to employ: 

“We fird that John Doe, a former 
officer or employe of the State at the 
penitentiary, hauled or took away and 
failed to account for Property which 
belonged to the State.” 

“We find that ‘John Roe.’ a former 
State offictal, received supplies and pro- 
visions belonging to the State, while an 
officer, some of which he paid for, and 
other supplies, which the records do not 
show that he paid for.”’ 

“We find that ‘James Brown.’ an of- 
fieer of the penitentiary, expended $90,000 
of the State's money without authority 
of law, and we recommend that the At-

Wage Demand Made on 125 Employ- 
ers Refused; Nine Shops Not to 
Be Involved. 

All the union horseshoers in the city 
will strike tomorrow morning, according 
to notice given to the employers’ organ- 
ization, the National Horseshoers'’ Pro- 
tective Association, today. About 250 
men employed in 125 shops will be af-

Rain ‘Prevents Collision. 


It met several groups of marching 
Rolshevikis, but in no case were the 
soldiers molested by them. The regiment 
showed no disposition to interfere with 
the Bolisheviki as long as their activities 
were no more aggressive. A heavy rain- 
storm at dusk effectually prevented a 
collision which might otherwise have 
oceurred. A large proportion of sailors 
and soldiers who came to assist in the 
demonstration returned to Kronstadt.

With the dead officially announced 
as four as the result of “the new 
revolution’ was began shortly he- 
fore midnight Monday, this city this 
morning Was again aS normal as if 
nothing had happened. 

The chief agitators involved were 
the Bolsheviki, as the majority of the 
Social Democrats are called. The 
Bolsheviki revolution, however, is 
likely to prove a boomerang, for to- 
day a resolution Was adopted by the 
Central Committee or the national 
delegates by which they joined the 
permanent committee of peasants, 
took the Government into their hands 
and issued a proclamation denounc- 
ing the disorders as acts of traitors. 

A further demonstration probaoly 
Will result in a round-up of German 
agents. The first outbreak reallly 
ended at 3 o'clock Tuesday morning. 

ncame a lull, and yesterday after- 
noon more shots were fired. The 
machine gun troops that participated 
in the rioting at first must be held 
also to account for the later disorders. 

While the “revolution” has had the 
effect desired by th Bolsheviki to 
force the council openly to take con- 
trol, the night’s work shows that the 
council is a conservative power not 
easily upset by fractional demonstra- 
tions. The council let the Bolshevikis 
have the night by ordering the troops 
to remain in their barracks. Fourteen 
regiments obeyed, only small battal- 
lions of grenadiers of the Moscow 
Pavlosky with machine gunners tak- 
ing part in the deménstrations. The 
loyal forces could have swept the 
city, but the Government decided to 
avoid bloodshed and act today. For 
this reason the revolt ended quickly. 

Acknowledgement of Power. 

It is important that America be not 
disturbed by the news. The real Gov- 
ernment is still in the same position of 
power, the revolution simply forcing an 
acknowledgement of power at the hands 
of the Council of Soldiers and Work- 
men, which repeatedly has proved its 
ability to handle any situation. But there 
will be difficulty in avoiding an armed 
struggle if the revolutionists persist. 

The Bolshiviki revolution arrived sud- 
denly and it was soon followed by the 
announcement of the resignation of the 
cadet ministers from the Cabinet. The 
ministry met at the residence of Prince 
Lvoff, the Premier, but the members 
sparated, each going to his own home 
and leaving the situation in the hands 
of the Council of Soldiers’ and Work- 
men’s Delegates, whose central com- 
mittee was sitting in Tauride Palace. 

As usual the revolution swept into the 
city from the Wiborg factory district, 
headed by regiments of machine gun 
detachments known to hold Bolshiviki 
sentiments and armed workmen. The 
revolt came with unexpected sudden- 
ness. 

Late Monday night soldiers number- 
ing not more than 40 refused to go to 
the front and made a demonstration 
before Tauride Palace. The city filled 
rapidly with workers in the neighbor- 
hood of the Troysky and Liteiny bridges 
and soon captured the Fortress of Peter 
and Paul, thus consolidating that end 
of the city. They had the assistance of 
motor trucks filled with armed soldiers 
and machine guns. 

When I reached the street I found 
troops passing before the Warinsky Pal- 
ace, the seat of Government, Nobody 
was able to give much information. I 
turned down the Nevsky Prospect be- 
side a continuous column of banners 
proclaiming liberty and freedom. 

A few pedestrians in the unlighted 
twilight street remarked that the hour 
was ten minutes to eleven when, at the 
corner of Sadavsia, a few paces. distant. 
the uncanny silence was broken by the 
first strains of the Marseillaise. Look- 
ing toward the Fontanka Canal, I saw 
motor cars advancing and heard the 
revolutionary shouts. Three seconds 
later there came 2 hot fire. 


“Night of Madness.” 

Soldiers sprawled in the street before 
the advancing machine guns. With no 
time to make even a doorway or other 
place of concealment, I flung myself 
in the gutter. An officers’ head was 
next to mine. I asked what was hap- 
pening, and he replied: 

‘The Russians, my countrymen, are 
idiots. This ts a white night of mad- 
ness.”’ 

The firing ceased within 10 minutes. I 
expected to find the street covered with 
dead, but practically everyone had taken 
cover. I realized then that the advanc- 
ine trucks of the Bolshivikis were un- 
willing to kill the soldiers advancing 
similarly and firing in the air. I heard 
afterward that many were killed, but I 
have seen none and I covered half the 
Nevesky Prospect twice. 

Entering the cable offices I found a 
tremendous crowd ready to greet the 
Kronstadt contingent which arrived too 
late for the “big show.” It all happened 
so quick that experienced Russian news- 
papermen are all at sea. 

I am going now on a three-mile hike 
to Tauride Palace—al! vehicles having 
disappeared—to see how the Council of 
Soldiers, Workmen and Peasants is tak- 
ing hold of the unexpected crisis. It ig 


since it is the real seat of power. En- 
lightened opinion here has long agreed 
that the sooner the Council recognizes 
its power and assumes responsibility the 
better things will be.

Daron Hardinge, Undersecretary for 
Foreign Affairs. By a vote of 176 to 81 
the House rejected a motion of John 
Dillon to adjourn the House with a 
view to forcing the hands of the Gov- 
ernment to accept the resignation for 
his connection with the Mesopotamia 
campaign. Arthur g. Balfour, Foreign 
Secretary, staunchly defended Baron 
Hardinge, contending that although he 
might be attacked for what he did as 
Viceroy of India it was grossly unfair 
and unconstitutional to attack him as} 
Undersecretary for Foreign Affairs. 
“While I hold my present office,’ said 
Mr. Balfour, “I wili not* permit such 
a gross act of injustice to one of my 
subordinates. If the House decides thai 
because I adhere to that decision I 
ought to resign, nobody will be more 
grateful than myself with that expres- 
sion of opinion.” 

Announcement was made by Andrew 
Fonar Law that the Government had 
decided not to proceed with the proposed 
judicial inquiry into the report of the 
commission which investigated the 
Mesopotamia campaign. 

In coming to this decision, the Chan- 
cellor said. the Government has been 
guided by the objection raised during 
debate on the report to a further in- 
quiry and also was influenced by the 
undesirability of diverting the thought 
and energies of the Legislature and the 
executive at this critical time from the 
prosecution of the war.

“The British Government is, and the 
American Government ought to be, eye 
to eye with the staggering fact that the 
allies have got to find a way to curb 
the submarine or lose the war—a way 
rot yet found and not even approached, 
except experimentally.”

ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH 


TAX BILL AFTER TEN YEARS 


Graduated Levy on Incomes Was 
Proposed by Caillaux, Minister in 
Clemenceau Cabivet. 

PARIS, July 19.—The Chamber of 
Deputies yesterday passed the graduat- 
ed income tax measure which has been 
under discussion since 1907, when it was 
introduced by Joseph Cafllaux, Minister 
of Finance, in the Clemenceau Cabinet. 
The vote was 442 to 1. The obligatory 
deciaration of profits and earnings, sub- 
ject to verification by the fiscal authori- 
ties, was eliminated. Such declarations 

are made optional. 

Wages, agricultural! earnings, salaries 
and pensions are taxed 3% per cent by 
the measure: commercial and manufac- 
turing profits, 4% per cent; revenues 
from investments, 5 per cent. Exemp- 
tions and deductions reduce these rates 
for the small incomes. 

It is expected that the Senate will con- 
cur in modifications voted by the Cham- 
ber and that the new law will become 
operative on Jan. 1 next.

FENG KWO CHANG TO ACCEPT 


ACTING PRESIDENCY OF CHINA 


Yields to Request of Retiring Presi- 
dent, Who Takes Blame for Bring- 
ing About Recent Crisis. 


LONDON, July 19.—According to the 
Morning Post’s Tien Tsin correspondenr, 
Feng Kwo Chang has yielded to Li Yuan 
Hung’s urgent request that he accept 
the post of acting president in China. 

Li Yuan Hung in issuing a circular 
telegram to the province. stating that 
he is unwilling to resume the presi- 
dency, takes upon himself the blame for 
bringing about the recent crisis througn 
the dismissal of Premier Tuan Chi Jui 
and the dissolution of Parliament. His 
action, he states, reached from short- 
sightedness and inability to withstand 
outside pressure. 

Li Yuan Hung requests the provinces 
to support Feng Kwo Chang, the vice 
president, for the presidency and states 
that -he is returning to civil life, not 
again to enter politics.

Militia Lieutenant in East St. 
Louis Wants Erroneous Article 
About Sniping Investigated. 


Lieut. Vergil Nickerson of L Company, 
Third Illinois Infantry, stationed in East 
St. Louis, today forwarded to Brigadier- 
General Henry R. Hill a report in which 
he asks that the city editor of the Re- 
public and a reporter be called upon to 
explain an “inflammatory story’’ pub- 
lished in that paper today. 

It purported to be an account of the 
shooting ‘“‘by unidentified snipers at 
lighted windows in Kast St. Louis resi- 
dences occupied by white people,”’ last 
night. 

National guard officers stationed in 
East St. Louis have expressed indigna- 
tion over the appearance of this and 
1 oman 


other incendiary stories in the Republic 
since the race riots. 

These false and exaggerated stor- 
ies, they say, have fanned the fires of 
race hatred and have made it neces- 
sary to prolong the stay of the sol- 
dier. 

The facts in this latest case are 
these: William H. Harris, of 2766 
Market avenue, Tuesday night (and 
not last night, as the Republic had 
it) telephoned to the police station 
that somebody had fired a_ bullet 
through a window of his home. Lieut. 
Nickerson, two guardsmen and a 
policeman went to the house. After 
a thorough search they failed to dis- 
cover the mark of a bullet. There 
was no excitement in the neighbor- 
hood, and no negroes had been seen. 

The only result of the affair was 
that white residents were excited and 
negroes frightened by the story in the 
Republic. Several owners of plants 
asked today for heavier guards, and re- 
ported that negro employes had been, 
frightened out of coming to work. An 
officer said the probable result will be 
that the guardsmen will be retained sev- 
eral days longer than they would other- 
wise. 

Maj. Klauser, who sent Lieut. Nick- 
erson on the investigation, said today 
that no “‘cordon’’ was thrown around | 
the Market avenue house; no “truck- 
load of patrolmen and militiamen an- 


neighborhood,” as was all stated in the 
Republic, and the only “special detach- 
ment of sniper hunters held in readi- 
ness at headquarters” is thé one which 
is looking for reporters whose misstate- 
ments stir up additional trouble.

Food Supply is Ample. 

In the “company mess” a sergeant 
portions out the food to each soldier 
in the company immediately after mess 
call. The new soldier may fear his por- 
tion is too small.

Unless transportation facili- 
ties have broken down at the base the 
food allowance for each company is 
equal to its maximum needs. 

The experienced sergeant knows the 
habits of each of his soldiers. He knows 
that Jimmy, weighing 140 pounds, will 
throw away his stew if he gives him 
a third spoonful He knows that Tom, 
weighing 190, will be glad of a portion 
of four spoonsful. tis business is to 
apportion the food, not according to any 
stupid mathematical rule, but according 
to the full needs of each soldier. 

It is part of the plan of each megs 
service that the soldier whose hunger 
is not fully satisfied shall come back 
for a second helping. It is the business 
of the mess gergeant to learn®the de- 
sires of his men so that the portions 
originally served shall eliminate the de- 
sire for a second helping, while not be- 
ink so abundant as to result in waste. 

The new soldier should have faith in 
his ration. He should stick by it

Side sources. 

In the matter of drinking water the 
rew recruit should seek the advice of 
the older soldier. Experience teaches 
that water should be used sparingly and 
that a soldier is much more likely to 
Ccrink too much water than too little. 

On the march the soldier who does 
not drink water soon overcomes his 
thirst. The soldier who drinks a lit- 
tle stimulates his thirst for water, un- 
til soon he is drinking heavily. 

Such a soldier is bound to fall out

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GERMANY’S MAILED FIST. 

Probably the best thing that could happen in 
Germany would be the appointment of Gen. von 
Hindenburg or his first assistant, Gen. von Lu- 
dendorff, as so-called dictator, to run the country 
without the inconvenience of a civil cabinet, as 
its military chiefs think it ought to be run. 

In order to exercise dictatorial power a mili- 
tary chief would not have to be clothed with more 
power than the Emperor now holds. The Em- 
peror is dictator in fact, if not in form, but set- 
ting up a military chief to exercise his power 
with military directness and force would merely 
emphasize the true situation in Germany. It 
would do away with the pretense of civil govern- 
ment, in which the people are supposed to have 
a voice and would abolish the forms of civil 
government which merely confuse the public 
mind and hamper the Kaiser and his army staff. 

With Von Ludendorff at the head of the Gov- 
ernment the people would know precisely what 
kind of a Government they have. They would 
know the uselessness of reform proposals, peace 
resolutions and debate in the Reichstag or the 
press. There would not be any debate. The laws 
of the nation would be the requirements of mili- 
tary necessity, in the opinion of the General Staff 
of the army. Force would be openly supreme in 
Germany. 

With force supreme in Berlin we would quickly 
discover what is the real fiber and temper of the 
German people and what is the actual strength of 
their apparent demand for participation in gov- 
ernment and in the making of peace. 

Throwing off the mask of civil government and 
civil law in Germany would serve valuable ends 
outside of Germany. There would be no more idle 
talk of international law and diplomacy. Other 
nations would be face to face with the real mas- 
ters of the German empire. They would know 
then without confusion of mind or terms that in 
peace or in war they must deal with the military 
autocracy, without civil intermediaries. They 
would know that to make peace they must come 
to terms with men who consider nothing but 
military necessity now and military advantage in 
the future; who can see no mode of national ex- 
pansion and progress except by ruthless conquest 
and no basis of peace except force and fear. 
Might would be the avowed as well as the se- 
cretly accepted principle of the German Gov- 
ernment. 

Bring on the military dictator. He would quick- 
ly settle the question of free government in Ger- 
many and unify the civilized world outside of 
thie German alliance in the determination to put 
an end to the autocratic menace. 
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ONE DEFENSE COMMITTEEMAN’S PAY.

They con- 
sider themselves lucky if nothing worse happens 
to mar the homeward journey than a bit of horse 
play or the shrill profanity of some intoxicated 
virago. They have learned to look the other way 
and keep quiet when a row starts, because rows 
haye a way of getting unpleasantly person! to 
al. who begin to look interested. 

The Wednesday morning affair was typical. A 
man had his foot in the aisle and a policeman, off 
duty, stumbled over it. There was a scuffle and 
the policeman shot his assailant, afterwards de- 
claring he used his revolver when he was tl:reat- 
ened with a knife. 

The shooting, of course, ended this affair. Many 
others, in which there was no shooting, have not 
been so quickly finished. Sometimes they have 
developed into rough-and-tumble free-for-alls. 

Before the city and the street car company go 
further with their compromise negotiations it 
might be advisable for them to experiment with a 
little practical partnership looking towards the 
‘pacification of late night cars. 
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The Crown Prince is still engaged in throwing 
the last fragments of his military reputation 
against the Verdun lines. 

COURTS OF INFERIOR JURISDICTION. 

“Even preachers ask me to take care of their 
friends,” declared Judge Sanders defiantly, smok- 
ing what he admitted was a gift cigar. 

Is the Judge perfectly sure that such communi- 
cations as the clergy may generally have with 
his court can accurately be described in that ex- 
act way? Information which may help a Judge 
to understand the merits of a case—the standing 
and qualities of the offender, the circumstances 
under which his delinquency took place, explana- 
tions that bear on intent and the nature of the 
offense and disclose extenuating conditions—may 
be presumed to assist justice in a court which, 
like Judge Sanders’, deals with minor infractions 
of the law. They at least add to the array of 
facts which a Judge may consider in reaching a 
decision. 

But the note to Judge Sanders which caused 
sharp public criticism of methods in his court was 
not a note contributing to an understanding of an 
issue of fact. If it meant anything at all it meant 
that the Judge was expected to decide a case not 
in accordance with its merits, but irrespective of 
its merits. It was an insult to the Judge, al- 
though he does not seem to know it. Judges who 
“take care’ of somebody's “friends” have no 
business on any bench.

@ court of decided inferiority in standards, mo- | 
tives, sense of justice, deference to the law and 
observance of judicial tradition. 
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THE MUNICIPAL BOND ISSUE. 

The general approval of the municipal bond is- 
sue by representatives of civic organizations seems 
to be good judgment. 

‘As legitimate business ought not to be checked 
more than is required by war work, so public 
improvements that embody sound policy and good 
business ought to be carried out so far as the 
work may be done economically and advantage- 
ously. 

Most of the public improvements provided for 
in the bond issue are badly needed. They will 
have to be made some time and delay will mean 
loss and increased cost to the city. The prompt 
making of them is good business. The others, if 
not necessary, are desirable. 

The question of the public attitude toward a 
bond issue at this time has been raised. There 
will be objections on account of the war and its 
cost. But the objections may be overcome by the 
demonstration of the necessity of the improve- 
ments and the sound business reasons that sup- 
port the bond issue.

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THE WAR WALLINGFORDS. 

Herbert €. Hoover is a J. Rufus Wallingford, 
says Senator Reed. 

A Waliingford is a man who laboriously wins 
confidence only to betray it, who practices finan- 
cial imposition on the credulous, who obtains real 
money for mythical property and apochryphal 
claims at monstrous appraisals. That Walling- 
fords are about in shoals practising their ingeni- 
ous methods of wealth-getting there can be no 
doubt. They are not content any longer merely 
to hypnotize individuals into a belief in fictitious 
values. They are trying with some success to 
hypnotize the whole public. They fancy they will 
he believed when they assign the war as an excuse 
for any and all fastastic prices they may ask for 
household needs—for food, for footwear, for fuel, 
for clothing. 

A Wallingford may always be recognized by the 
trail he leaves behind him. Mr. Hoover's close 
identification with the type is shown by his record 
during the past three years. That he is supposed 
to have been faithful rather than unfaithful to a 
great and peculiarly difficult trust, that the gen- 
erous of the whole world regard his work with 
growing appreciation and thankfulness, that the 
emotional Beigian people even whisper his name 
in their daily prayers must be explained by the 
fact that his double-dealings and impostures have 
not yet been exposed. In this country he is 
thought to te the right sort of a man to over- 
whelm with the public scorn, to put to flight and 
drive into cowering concealment the whole horde 
of organized and unorganized Wallingford swin- 
dlers. 

But whether or not Senator Reed has made a 
mistake as to Mr. Hoover—Senator Reed general- 
ly is making mistakes nowadays—there can be no 
question as to the presence of considerable num- 
bers of men in Congress who, if they are not 
closely leagued with the crafty rapacious Walling- 
fords out of Congress, are at least doing as much 
or more than could be expected from confederates.

MISSOURI PACIFIC’S UNIQUE SHOWING. 

With many railroads showing greater ur less in- 
creases in gross earnings but small increases or 
no increases at all in net earnings, the recerd of 
the Missouri Pacific for May causes wonder. Its 
gross earnings were higher by $150,000, but ‘ts net 
earnings were higher by $388,000. No other road 
has such a showing. This increase in profits of 
more than twice the increase in volume of busi- 
ness is attributed to the wise policy of devoting 
all earnings to betterments in months prior io 
the organization. 

The road simply made, prior to the recent sen- 
Sational advance in operating and maintenanc?2 
costs, extensive improvements which other roads 
can now duplicate only at much greater expense. 
As the improvement needs for a considerable 
period in the future were forestalled, the advant- 
age enjoyed in May is likely to continue, though 
on a diminishing scale, during subsequent months. 
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Emperor Charles Francis of Austria is begin- 
ning to throw out intimations that it was he and 
riot William Hohenzollern who was crowned at 
Vienna and Budapest. 


OUR NEWEST ALLY. 

Perhaps there was no overwhelming dismay in 
the German Foreign Office when Guatemala, first 
of the Latin-American republics to follow the 
leadership of the United States, broke off diplo- 
matic relations with the Kaiser’s Government, 
but the act brought no small satisfaction to 
Washington. 

Of all the Central American republics, Guate- 
mala is probably the strongest politically, finan- 
cially and industrially. A little larger than the 
State of Louisiana and with about the population 
of Virginia, it has greater military potentialities 
than any of its immediate neighbors. It has a 
compact serviceable force of 7000 men, with a 
reserve force estimated ‘at upwards of 87.000 and 
an available, unorganized strength of 338,000. 

The important thing about its action, however, 
is its moral influence upon the rest of Latin- 
America. It has built up a considerable export 
trade in coffee, hides, rubber, bananas, sugar and 
chicle, most of which was promoted by German 
capital. Its leading school was endowed by the 
German Government. That it should come out 
on the side of the United States in spite of pow- 
erful pro-German fnfluences is bound to increase 
our prestige in other countries where similar con- 
ditions prevail. 

Guatemala has had a long period of comparative 
internal quiet. Its able President, Estrada Ca- 
brera, after serving as the country’s chief execu- 
tive for 19 years, has just begun another six-year 
term. Cabrera’s sympathies in the international 
troubles have strongly favored the United States. 

America warmly welcomes its new ally. Noth- 
ing but the common good of countries can 
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come of it both during and after tZe present war.

The total number of cities competing 
will be known by next Moendey, as 
applications for membership to the Na- 
tional Municipal Federation close at that 
time. Membership to the organizatien 
must be renewed each year, in order 
to compete in the golf tourney. 

The country is divided into sections, 
the cities within these divisions partici- 
pate in sectional play. The winners play 
the winning team of the adjoining sec- 
tion until the tournament reaches the 
final round, when the place cf holding 


the championship match is determined‘ 


by the finalists. 
Chicago Holds Title. 


Chicago, which won the tournament 
here last year, may not be the scene of 


the title round, as the rules stipulate 
the winning team of the previous year 
must play the preliminary rounds of the 
tournament. 

The trophy is a handsome miniature 
of the statue of St. Louis. It was pre- 
sented by Walter D. Thompson, a local 
sportsman. 

The winner of the present Municipal 
Golf League tournament will be named 
a8 captain of the St. Louis team. The re- 
mainder of the team’s personnel will be 
decided next month. 


Brock Trophy Arrives. 


After an absence of 13 years, the 
Brock trophy, emblematic of the team 
championship of the Trans-Migsissippi 
Golf Association. will tonight return 
to Forest Park. The trophy will 
be formally presented to the For- 
est Park Golf Club, as a result of its 
victory in the medal play round of 
the recent T-M tourney held at St.

TRAIN WHEN AMERICANS LEFT 


Editor Says U. S. Refused to Permit 
Purkish Students in New York to 
Depart With Officials. 


BERLIN, July 17, via London, July 19. 
~—Dr, Achmed Emin Bey, editor of the 
Constantinople Daily Sabah and one of a 
party of Turkish journalists who are 
ut present guests of the German Govern- 
ment, told the Associated Press todav 
that the Turkish Government withdrew 
the special train arranged for Americans 
who wisned to depart from Turkey asa 
result of a report by the former Turkish 
Consul-Gereral at New York on his ar- 
rival at Constantinople that the Amer- 
ican Government had refused to permit 
Turkish students in New York to return 
with the officials. 

‘"Phere is much feeling in Turkey ag a 
reguli of the action of the United 
States,’’ said he. ‘‘Reprisals are being 
urged in some quarters. When the break 
came our Government offered to place 
atthe disposal of American citizens a 
special train in which they might travel 
to Switzerland. After we learned the 
attitiide in America toward Turkish stu- 
dents the tiovernment withdrew the of- 
fer of travel accommodaticns. 

“When the war began our Government 
closed the English, French-and Russian 
schouls and seized their property. Rob- 
ert College at Constantinople (an Amer- 
ican institution), was not molested and 
stilt is open. There are about 400 Amer- 
icans now in Turkey.’
